Speakin g recen tly at Californ ia 
Poly techn ic State Un iversity , Fer­ 
n an do Belaun de-Terry , former pres­ 
iden t of Peru, arg ued that the con ­ 
troversial offshore fishin g limit is 
n ot a bellig eren t action but should be 
recog n ized as apart of a “Blue Rev­ 
olution ” to in crease the sea’s pro­ 
ductivity of food for man kin d. 
The coastal limit q uestion , he 
said, has focused in tern ation al at­ 
ten tion on the sea—which covers 70 
per cen t of the g lobe but curren tly 
produces on ly 2 per cen t of the 
world’s food—in much the same way 
as the “Green Revolution ” in ag ri­ 


culture has spurred g reater produc­ 
tivity from the lan d. 
Comparin g the lon g coastlin e of 
the Un ited States with that of Peru, 
Belaun de n oted that the states of 
Massachusetts an d Washin g ton are 
in favor of ex ten din g the U.S. limit to 
200 miles. 
The three-mile limit, he said, is 
an old-fashion ed con cept based on 
the ran g e of can n on shot. Britain , for 
on e, has ex ten ded its limit to 12 
miles. The 200-mile limit is favored 
by most “Third World” n ation s. 


He also poin ted out that the Per­ 
uvian limit does n ot prohibit fishin g 
by U.S. vessels but req uires reg is­ 
tration an d complian ce with Peruvi­ 
an reg ulation s. The seizures result 
when foreig n vessels, followin g their 
g overn men ts’ policies, refuse to 
comply with the reg ulation s. 


Belaun de is hopeful that a resolu­ 
tion of the coastal waters issue will 
be arriv ed at in a forthcomin g Un it­ 
ed Nation s con feren ce on the sea.

Mary lan d Rep. Claren ce D. Lon g 
has in troduced a bill in the House to 
erect in Washin g ton a mon umen t to 
all American s who died in the Viet­ 
n am war. 
We weep for our fallen heros who 
died in Vietn am. Their sad dust is 
forev er sacred. The v erse of 
“Taps” : “Day is don e. Gon e the sun . 
Goeth day , Cometh n ig ht, An d a 
star, Leadeth all, Speedeth all, To 
their rest.” 
But the subject of mon umen ts 
can hold perplex ities. 
Our g reat n aval hero John Paul 
Jon es passed away in Paris in 1792 
an d was buried there. Even his 
g rave, even the cemetery that con ­ 
tain ed it, were forg otten for 113 
y ears. Then in 1905 American Am­ 
bassador to Fran ce Horace E. Por­ 
ter made a sy stematic search an d 
foun d Jon es’s g rave in the St. Louis 
cemetery un der a rottin g , twisted 
mass of overg rown foliag e. 
The body of John Paul Jon es was 
return ed to the Un ited States, es­ 
corted by a fleet of warships. It 
came to rest fin ally in 1913 within the 
cry pt of the beautiful chapel at An ­ 
n apolis—history ’s first hero of our 
fig htin g fleet. 
The artist Michelan g elo in sisted 


on on ly a plain , flat ston e marker in 
Floren ce’s Church of San ta Croce. 
Our g reat Ben jamin Fran klin 
showed similar feelin g s. In Phila­ 
delphia, visit the Christ Church bur­ 
ial g roun d. Fran klin rests there. He 
req uested merely a g ray g an ite slab 
to be etched: Ben jamin an d Deborah 
Fran klin , 1790. 
See the simple shaft that Thomas 
Jefferson desig n ed to mark his 
g rave at Mon ticello, n ear Char­ 
lottesville, Va., an d the epitaph he 
wrote with his own han d on ly two 
day s before he died: 
HERE WAS BURIED THOMAS 
JEFFERSON—AUTHOR OF THE 
DECLARATION OF AMERICAN 
INDEPENDENCE—OF 
THE 
STATUTE OF VIRGINIA FOR RE­ 
LIGIOUS FREEDOM—AND FA­ 
THER OF THE UNIVERSITY OF 
VIRGINIA. 
Remember, Jefferson was Gover­ 
n or of the Common wealth, was 
elected to Con g ress, was Min ister to 
Fran ce, was Secretary of State, was 
Vice Presiden t an d, oh y es, a g rate­ 
ful Republic elected him Presiden t 
of the Un ited States twice. 
When Jefferson ’s daug hter Mar­ 
tha Jefferson Ran dolph asked him 
why he omitted all these he an ­ 
swered: “The thin g s n ot on my in - 
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Ta s te of own me dic ine 
What n either sleet n or sn ow n or 
g loom of n ig ht is supposed to be cap­ 
able of, the Postal Service has man ­ 
ag ed to do itself—stay its couriers 
from the swift completion of their 
appoin ted roun ds.

WASHINGTON (KFS)— The 
strug g le for con trol over the federal 
budg et between Presiden t Nix on an d 
Capitol Hill has prompted an early 
surg e of in terest from both un ion 
leaders an d in dustry lobby ists in 
helpin g to re-elect an d swell the 
ran ks of Democratic Con g ressmen 
n ex t y ear. 
This is man ifestin g itself in the 
respon se to the an n ual Democratic 
Sen atorial an d Con g ression al Cam­ 
paig n Committee Din n er, plan n ed 
for May 23. 
Usually the affair is con sidered a 
n ecessary political y awn . Lobby ists 
dutifully don ate the min imum to 
demon strate their g ood will, but of­ 
ten sen d y oun g staff assistan ts to fill 
the seats they have purchased so 
they n eed n ot bother to atten d in per­ 
son . 
This y ear it may be differen t. The 
official in vitation s at $500 per plate 
are n ot y et in the mail. But already it 
seems clear the din n er is becomin g 
a sy mbol of Democratic defian ce of 
the Presiden t’s domestic prog ram 
cuttin g spree. 
Represen tatives of the vested in ­ 
terests affected by the Federal 
budg et cuts are promisin g to be ex ­ 
tra g en erous. This in cludes poten ­ 
tially every lobby in g g roup in Wash­ 
in g ton —from the un ion s to farm, in ­ 
dustry an d ban kin g in terests of all 
kin ds. 
“This is the rig ht time an d place 
to put our mon ey where our mouths 
are,” an in dustry lobby ist said. 
“We have already discussed it 
an d y ou will see more labor partici­ 
pation in this din n er than ever in the 
past,” a un ion lobby ist vowed. 
“There certain ly is an un usual 
amoun t of in terest this early ,” a din ­ 
n er committee worker observed 
g leefully . 
The fun d-raisin g g oal is $1,000,- 
000, which is several hun dred thou­ 
san d more than such din n ers have 
raised in past y ears. 


The Con g ression al din n er also 
has the added attraction of bein g a 
safe an d con ven ien t way to con trib­ 
ute to a favored Con g ressman with­ 
out bein g public about it. Un der the 
Federal campaig n spen din g laws 
en acted last y ear, campaig n com­ 
mittees are n ow req uired to report 
the n ames of don ors an d their con ­ 
tribution s. 
The Con g ression al committees 
can take advan tag e of a loophole. 
They must report the source of do­ 
n ation s an d they must report the 
sums they subseq uen tly parcel out 
to various can didates. But the law 
does n ot req uire that they disclose 
which fun ds from which lobby ist 
were specifically earmarked for 
which Con g ressman . 
In other words, it is impossible to 
trace the orig in of lobby ist mon ey 
fun n eled throug h a Con g ression al 
committee to an y on e in dividual 
can didate. “With the n ew law, this 
becomes the better way to g iv e,” a 
lobby ist said with a win k. 
Din n er chairman is Rosalin d Wy ­ 
man , widow of champion Democrat­ 
ic fun d-raiser, Eug en e Wy man of 
Californ ia. 
Majority leader Thomas O’Neill, 
D., Mass., is chairman of the House 
committee an d Sen . Ern est Hollin g s, 
D., S.C., is chairman of the Sen ator­ 
ial committee. Sen . Lloy d Ben tsen , 
D., Tex ., however, will soon be an ­ 
n oun ced as Sen atorial Committee 
co-chairman , to take over as chair­ 
man after the din n er. 
Ben tsen s selection adds an other 
plus for the din n er in that his close 
frien dship with Democratic Nation ­ 
al Committee Chairman Robert 
Strauss, a fellow Tex an , oug ht to 
mean improved cooperation an d co­ 
ordin ation between the two g roups. 
Fun d-raisin g rivalry between the 
DNC an d the Con g ression al commit­ 
tees has han dicapped the efforts of 
both in the past.

The North Vietn amese decision 
to talk realistically last October, the 
revision of the draft pact after Han oi 
had said it could n ot be revised, the 
solution of the prison er of war han g ­ 
up are ex amples. 
But this is n ot a three-shot prob­ 
lem. If the record tells us an y thin g it 
is that the North Vietn amese will 
test us ag ain an d ag ain , probin g 
weak poin ts an d learn in g just how 
far they can g o in attain in g their ob­ 
jectives. 
In part, this is a differen ce of phi­ 
losophy . To American s, a sig n ed 
ag reemen t is the en d of the matter. 
Thin g s have been arran g ed. Asian 
Commun ist 
documen ts—whether 
Chin ese Maoist or North Vietn am­ 
ese stress that ag reemen ts are 
merely techn iq ues or stratag ems for 
achievin g their “just” objectives. 
The ag reemen t, then , is the be­ 
g in n in g of a n ew strug g le, n ot the 
fin ish of on e. 
A careful readin g of the North 
Vietn amese reason s for holdin g up 
the freein g of POWs makes clear 
that their objectives were n ot pri­ 
marily those advertised in the head­ 
lin es. 
What Han oi was attemptin g was 
straig htforward an d simple. It 
wan ted the Un ited States to close its 


ey es to the in flow of men an d mate­ 
riel in to Laos an d South Vietn am, to 
the buildin g of illeg al airfields com­ 
plete with an tiaircraft missiles, to 
the repeated offen sive drives of the 
North Vietn amese troops. 
Secon dly , an d even more import­ 
an tly , it wan ted to force the Un ited 
States to compel Saig on to accede to 
Han oi’s will in matters which re­ 
q uire un an imity . 
That is, Han oi wan ts to be free to 
do what the Commun ists did in Laos 
an d North Korea after ag reemen ts 
were reached—use the truce as a 
safe period of buildup for future at­ 
tacks. 
On e most effective Commun ist - 
techn iq ue is to make thousan ds of 
truce v iolation accusation s, the 
more the better. The secon d step is 
to delay an y in spection s of their own ; 
violation s un til the eviden ce on the 
spot can n ot be evaluated. The third 
step is to use whatever lev erag e they 
have—in this case the prison ers—to 
force public opin ion in the Un ited - 
States to pressure the Nix on admin - 
istration to ben d to their will. 
In spection s in Vietn am have been 
a farce. The in spectors have been 
sty mied at every turn . The volume 
of Commun ist accusation s has been 
so g rea t their major violation s of the 
pact have g on e un checked. Because 
of our human itarian con cern for the 
POWs our atten tion was distracted 
from the North Vietn amese ag g res­ 
sion s.

Ranchers in Mexico are ship­ 
ping lightweight feeder steers 
into the United States at an un­ 
precedented rate to take advan­ 
tage of record-high cattle and 
beef prices, say Agriculture De­ 
partment officials. 
Last year Mexico accounted 
for more than 900,000 of ap­ 
proximately 1.2 million head of 
cattle imported by U.S. buyers, 
and officials say the ranchers 
are in an all-out push to repeat 
the amount again in 1973. 
In the last half of 1972 alone, 
some 527,000 head of Mexican 
cattle were shipped to feeders 
in Texas, California and other 
points, mostly in the Southwest, 
compared with 422,000 in July- 
December 1971. 
James P. Hartman’ director 
of the livestock division in the 
Foreign Agricultural Service, 
said Tuesday that Mexican 
ranchers have had several good 
years recently and that cur­ 
rently high prices will provide 
further incentive for shipments 
to the U.S. market. 
The department said prices 
of Mexican steers, mostly run­ 
ning less than 400 pounds, 
jumped to an average of $138 
during the second half of 1972, 
compared with $114 a year ear­ 
lier. 
Feeder cattle prices have ris­ 
en further, with prices running 
around $67-$70 per 100 pounds 
for choice lightweight steers in 
many auction markets in early 


March, according to USDÀ 
WASHINGTON (A P) — Win­

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A ra b terrorism is to come

BEIRUT, Lebanon (NEA)— 
II has become the p sy chop athic 
manifestation of the Mid d le 
E ast’s bad d ream . Period ical­ 
ly , from cities 
barely p ro­ 
nou nceable, te rrorists trik e 
withou t warning or d iscrim ina­ 
tion. Help less p eop le—a d ip lo­ 
m at, a bu sinessman a p lane­ 
load of tou rists—become host­ 
ages and v ictims of a p arochial 
stru ggle with which they hav e 
no association. And while the 
d ram a rou tinely u nfold s before 
the TV cam eras of all nations 
an ou traged world again won­ 
d ers why . 
Why ? Desp eration is one ex ­ 
p lanation. Where once the third 
p arty of the Mid d le East are­ 
na —the P alestine com m an­ 
d os-w a s content to let world 
op inions or world law fight their 
cau se, it has now em braced re ­ 
ality and , therefore, fru strated 
d esp eration. 
The Palestinians feel they 
hav e been forgotten by world 
sy m p athies, that their cau se 
has been p olitely relegated to 
p olitical limbo. Still they con­ 
tinu e to believ e they are right, 
and in this conv iction, as one 
command o say s: “We wou ld d o 
any thing, k ill any bod y —d on’t 
y ou see, we won’t allow the 
world to hav e a single d ay of 
p eace.” 
The sentiment is of cou rse 
u naccep table on a p lanet ach­ 
ing for solu tions to the q u arter- 
centu ry -old Arab-Israeli crisis. 
Ev en those who agree that the 
Palestinians were historically 
wronged , d isagree with the tac­ 
tics now u sed to correct old er­ 
rors. Ind eed , Palestine friend s 
believ e 
terrorism 
has 
been 
cou nterp rod u ctiv e. If the world 
was u naw are of Palestinian 
m isery before, ask s one non- 
militant Arab refu gee, “ Is it 
better now that the world is 
well aw are of Palestinians—as 
heart less crim inals?” 
Yet nothing, it seems, will 
immed iately sway the Arab 
gu errillas from the atrocities 
they v eiw as “ou r only chance 
to force ju stice.” And actu ally , 
most command o lead ers seem 
conv inced that the g<x >d of su ch 
crim es (lik e the bru tal m u rd er 
of three foreign env oy s in the 
S u d an) ou tw eighs the bad . 
“ Who rem em bers u s when we 
were merely p lead ing to the 
world for u nd erstand ing?” say s 
a Fed ay een lieu tenant. “ When 


we started hijack ing airliners, 
when we k illed the Jew athletes 
at Mu nich—then p eop le started 
p ay ing attention. They fou nd 
ou t we were a mov ement that 
had to be consid ered .” 
For this reason, the belief 
that the world is now p ay ing at­ 
tention, Palestinian comman­ 
d os say their assau lts will con­ 
tinu e and ev en increase. “The 
U.S. has not su ffered y et,” say s 
Hanna Bathish, a sp ok esman 
for A1 Saik a storm troop organ­ 
ization. “Bu t that will change 
soon.” 
Bathish say s that ou tright as­ 
sassinations of world lead ers is 
“alway s a p ossibility .” And 
ad d s with ev en more ominou s 
p ortent: 
“Germ 
warfare is 
something else we’v e consid ­ 
ered . Why not? Ou r p lan is to 
force the world to giv e u s back 
ou r homeland . What better way 
lhan the threat of sp read ing 
arou nd bacteria?” 
Farfetched thou gh the germ 
threat may sou nd , Mid d le East 
observ ers d o not d ismiss it. 
(“Well,” sighs one longtime 
United Nations refu gee official, 
“I hav e alway s ex p ected them 
lo hijack an atom bomb—why 
not a bu g canister, too?” ) 
The belief here is that shock 
has 
become the gu errilla’s 
most p otent weap on, and the 
natu re of su ch tactics d emand s 
each strik e be more sp ectacu ­ 
lar or ou tland ish than the last. 
“We mad e hijack ings almost 
rou tine,” say s a member of A1 
Fatah—at 6,000 members, the 
largest Palestinian command o 
grou p . “We can tak e ov er em­ 
bassies whenev er we want, bu t 
who cares abou t that? We mu st 
find bigger way s to p ress ou r 
d emand s.” 
To be su re, the A1 Fatah rep ­ 
resentativ e is correct on at 
least one cou nt. The Palestine 
mov ement is forev er in need of 
new v istas. Their history has 
been one of inaction sp liced to­ 
gether with moments of bom- 
bastics. Lik e Sisy p hu s, the 
my thical figu re of antiq u ity 
whose cu rse it was to roll a gi­ 
ant rock u p a hill, Palestinians 
lik ewise find it alway s rolls 
back . 
Freq u ently , the mov ement is 
p ronou nced all bu t d ead . Often, 
there are rep orts of gu errilla 
lead ers on the v erge of going le- 
gitimate. And alway s, for the 
ex iles, world interest has been 
a fick le and fleeting thing. 


Initially , the hap less Pales­ 
tinians d id not worry abou t 
su ch things as p u blic relations. 
Following the 1948 Arab-Israeli 
war, Arab refu gees believ ed 
that the collectiv e world con­ 
science wou ld restore their 
homeland . Ev en after the sec­ 
ond war in 1957 , all bu t a few 
Palestinians continu ed to su p ­ 
p ort a legal bu t p assiv e battle. 
Then in 1967, after the third and 
by that time almost ex p ected 
Arab d efeat, y ou nger refu gees, 
most of whom had nev er liv ed 
in Palestine, d ecid ed to get 
tou gh. Tod ay there are rou ghly 
1.5-million Palestine ex iles, 
abou t 20,000 of whom are or­ 
ganized into an u nk nown nu m- 
ber of v ariou sly effectiv e gu er­ 
rilla army mov ements. Their 
aim, of cou rse: the d eath of the 
Israeli state. 
Increasingly , the gu errilla 
aim has been mostly off target. 
Where once the command os 
confined their war to actu al 
combat on the Israeli bord ers, 


the p loy in recent y ears has be­ 
come less and less p ossible, 
thu s less and less effectiv e. 
Fearing rep irsals from Is­ 
rael, most Arab nations hav e 
refu sed to allow command o 
corrid ors into Jewish territory . 
Cairo, for one, booted the com­ 
mand os ou t of Egy p t altogeth­ 
er. Jord an cru shed gu errilla 
activ ity thorou gh civ il war. 
Lebanon now allows the com­ 
mand o head q u arter facilities in 
Beiru t, bu t seals its own bor­ 
d ers with its own troop s. Only 
Sy ria cu rrently p erm its gu er­ 
rilla intru sions into the Golan 
Heights—bu t only on receip t of 
a written, d ocu mented req u est. 
So, u nable to get easily at Is­ 
rael p rop er, command os hav e 
tak en their bold foray s to the 
worried world at large. Where’s 
the fairness? Few command os 
care. 
Instead , ask s 
“storm 
troop er” 
Hanna 
B athish, 
“when has the world ev er been 
fair to u s?” 
Bathish, 31, is fairly ty p ical of 
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the fierce militancy which has 
tak en grip within the Palestine 
mov ement. His family , he say s 
was d riv en from Palestine 
when he was six . “We walk ed 50 
miles to safety in Lebanon.” 
His father, well-to-d o in Pales­ 
tine, then became a camp refu ­ 
gee, literally a beggar. 
Bathish, howev er, say s he at­ 
tend ed the American Univ ersi­ 
ty in Beiru t, grad u ating as a 
q u alified architect. “Bu t when I 
went to get a job here,” he say s 
now, “it was no good . Nobod y 
wanted to hire a Palestinian. 
Who are we any way ? We hav e 
no money , no cou ntry , no fu ­ 
tu re . . .” 
Bathish joined the gu errilla 
mov ement in 1969, following a 
tou r in the Sy rian army . Short, 
stock y , d ressed in a tu rtle neck , 
he now is an influ ential cap tain 
in the A1 Saik a grou p . 
The cap tain’s office is on the 
third floor of a d ewy old bu ild - 
ing on the ed ge of Beiru t. His 


armed gu ard s, one old and one 
y ou ng, carry Ru ssian weap ons. 
Bathis sits at a d esk in a room 
p ostered with rev olu tionary 
memorabilia—the stirring p or­ 
traits of Lenin and Che Gu ev a­ 
ra. In the corner of the room 
there is a p ortion of an Israeli 
tank track , a bit of an Israeli 
p lane wing, ru sted band oliers 
of Israeli ammu nition. Bathish 
say s he has been on many mis­ 
sions. And will go on many 
more. He say s he wou ld glad ly 
d ie for the cau se. 
Desp eration. 


“I hav e liv ed as a refu gee for 
25 y ears. I hav e watched my 
p arents grow old away from 
their home. I my self am alrea­ 
d y going toward mid d le age. I 
think I am obliged to d o any ­ 
thing necessary to change this. 
Palestine was Palestine since 
before Christ. Now, becau se the 
Jews hav e money , it is su p - 
p osed to be something else.

around the table. TTie question­ 
ers are men representing the 
interests of all prisoners; they 
are not ‘hand-picked’ by the 
staff. The questions and re­ 
sponses go on the air uncen­ 
sored. We agree with the ward­ 
en’s philosophy—‘if it’s true, 
don’t hide it’,” Parker added. 
Petrilli is not a “ typical” 
warden, according to some res­ 
idents. 


One inmate related that the 
warden had recently allowed 
him to leave the prison for two 
days, unescorted, to attend his 
sister’s funeral. This is not cus­ 
tomary. 


The resident said, “ I felt the 
warden trusted me. He gave me 
a chance to prove m yself. . . he 
believes in us, but we have to 
earn it.” 
Petrilli said, “When you trust 
men, they learn to trust. I have 
seen a tremendous swing to 
positive behavior in my time as 
warden. We are having fewer 
fights, less time spent in segre- 


gation and fewer resident com­ 
plaints crossing my desk. 
“ The public might be sur­ 
prised to know that changes 
recommended by inmates here 
are generally in line with the 
staff and administration.” 
Inmates working on RIAS 
and DU credit their accom ­ 
plishments to the cooperative 
atmosphere at Pontiac.

Resident Thomas Jackson, 
executive secretary of RIAS 
said, “ In the five months we 
have been in operation, RIAS 
has provided legal, departmen­ 
tal and counseling information 
to more than one-fourth of the 
resident population. Our legal 
research team helps to prepare 
letters of inquiry to courts and 
aids residents in preparing le­ 
gal motions, notices of appeal 
and executive clemency peti­ 
tions.” 
“ We do not practice law, but 
we are attempting to provide 
legal a ssista n c e ,” resident 
Clarence Carroll explained. 
“ We feel that many residents 
have been misrepresented and 
in many cases pleaded guilty to 
gel a lighter sentence.” 
Tutorial Counseling, another 
branch of RIAS, advises resi­ 
dents on academic and voca­ 
tional resumes and referrals. 
Resident John 
Parker said, 
“ We encourage men to attend 
classes ranging from elemen­ 
tary to college level. For those 
not interested in formal educa­ 
tion, we encourage vocational 
programs such as drafting, au­ 
to repair, culinary arts or data 
processing. 
"Discussions unlimited is the 


talk-piece for RIAS,” explained 
Parker, who is announcer for 
the broadcast. “ It began as a 
Saturday night talk show, pro­ 
viding residents a chance to air 
their grievances over the prison 
radio system. As the resident 
interest grew and the program 
developed 
credibility, 
the 
warden endorsed our program 
and ‘threw his weight behind 
us’.” 
A staff member coordinates 
all program s; guests are invit­ 
ed, and the program has been 
aired on Chicago area stations 
WGN, WEAW and WVON 
Panel members have includ­ 
ed critics of the penal system as 
well as correctional officers: 
R ussell M eeks, Search for 
Truth Institute, Chicago; Ma 
Huston, Operation Push, Chica­ 
go; Lou Palm er, Chicago Daily 
News. 
“ Peter B. Bensinger, director 
of the Illinois Department of 
Corrections; A. M. Monahan, 
assistant director, and David 
Sturgess, chairman of the P ar­ 
don and Parole Board, have in­ 
creased our credibility by par­ 
ticipating,” Parker said. “ This 
program and many other pro­ 
gressive steps at Pontiac we at­ 
tribute to Bensinger, who has 
created a new era in Illinois 
corrections.

Parker said, “ We want to 
create a good public im age here 
at Pontiac, for we are proud of 
the program s we’ve initiated. 
We receive requests daily from 
other prisons wanting to devel­ 
op program s such as ours. 
“ We understand that to be 
accepted back into society we 
have to change the public’s im­ 
age of an ex-con; we have to 
sell ourselves,” Parker said. 
“ Our plan is to help place res­ 
idents in institutions which will 
help them. A man who steals 
must learn to support himself; 
a man who is mentally dis­ 
turbed needs psychiatric care,” 
explained E arl Jo n es, who 
heads the departmental area of 
RIAS. 
“ We also hope to remove 
stumbling blocks from guys 
who might follow our patsh. We 
need to fight to enhance the dig­ 
nity of these men,” Jackson 
added. 
Residents and the warden 
agree that prisons make the 
sam e mistake over and over 
again—attempting to mass-re- 
habilitate. 
They agree 
that 
each resident needs individual 
counseling to cope with life out­ 
side “ these archaic monster 
factories” and the trend toward 
sm aller, com m unity reform 
centers is a step in the right di­ 
rection. 
Petrilli said, “Not only will 
these sm aller community cen­ 


ters provide individualized 
counseling, but they will also 
ease a resident back into the 
mainstream, while under su­ 
pervision. 
He may hold a 
steady job in the community 
during the day, yet return to the 
center at night. Thus the ster­ 
eotype of an ex-con m ay be 
changed.” 
Parker said, “A large seg­ 
ment of the public acknowl­ 
edges prisons only when the 
news media picks up on prison 
riots, often overlooking our pos­ 
itive program s.” 
Many revisions at Pontiac 
stem from the state’s new Uni­ 
fied Code of Corrections, effec­ 
tive July 1972. Visiting hours 
have been expanded to Sundays 
and holidays and visiting 
through the week is still en­ 
couraged. Dead cell time has 
been reduced so that most resi­ 
dents are locked up only at 
night. Staff members are being 
retrained to promulgate the 
goals of the Illinois Department 
of Corrections. 
Pontiac is still a penitentiary, 
but residents and staff are 
working together to make pris­ 
on life more acceptable, Petrilli 
said. Residents are developing 
programs to meet individual 
needs. Residents are talking to 
the public. 
One resident said, “ Books on 
prisons will not provide exper­ 
tise. Talk to u s.”

NEW YORK (AP) - Despite 
a feeling of helplessness as food 
prices rise almost withou t ef­ 
fectiv e resistance from gov ern­ 
ment, the American consu mer 
has become a powerfu l force in 
the marketplace. 
How mu ch of that power is 
actu al v ersu s potential is deba­ 
table and depends largely on 
the effectiv eness of the my riad 
consu mer grou ps that hav e 
ev olv ed du ring the past decade 
of restlessness. 
Bu t 
ev en 
withou t 
organ­ 
ization, the total of spending 
and sav ing by the consu mer 
can dictate the fortu nes of in­ 
du stry and ev en fru strate the 
clev erest plans of gov ernment. 
This y ear, the consu mer will 
spend abou t $780 billion, a ju mp 
of abou t $60 billion ov er 19 72, 
making au tomakers and fu rni­ 
tu re dealers and bu ilders hap­ 
py . He will accou nt for three- 
qu arters of the gross national 
produ ct. 
For the third straight y ear, 
hou sing starts are ex pected to 


top two million u nits. And for 
the third y ear in a row, au to 
sales are ex pected to set a 
record, probably somewhere 
near 11 million u nits.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Or­ 
ders by food chains for whole­ 
sale beef were down last week,

prices, the National Association 
of Food Chains reported Wed­ 
nesday . 
Trade grou p said a su rv ey of 
16 food chains showed 15 had 
ordered less beef last week 
than the week before. The av er­ 
age decline was 3 per cent to 4 
per cent, a spokesman said, al­ 
thou gh one chain’s order was 
down 10 per cent. 
The spokesman emphasized 
the su rv ey was informal, bu t he 
said it cov ered most of the m a­ 
jor food chains and he consid- 


ered the declines significant. 
“Bu t the real qu estion is whe­ 
ther this is really representa­ 
tiv e; my instincts tell me it is,” 
he said. “Bu t a one-or two- 
week decline is not going to 
hav e any appreciable effect on 
the whole-sale m arket.” 
He said that in order for the 
consu mer to benefit a drop in 
demand “has to go all the way 
back to the cattlemen.” He said 
beef prices at the wholesale 
lev el continu e at record highs. 
He said the consu mer reac­ 
tion against higher prices now 
is becau se retailers hav e only 
recently passed along the fu ll 
impact of wholesale price in­ 
creases.

Walker on Increased school aid: 
May hold local boards accountable

MARION, 111. (AP) - Gov . 
Dan iel Walker say s that if the 
state keeps raisin g its mon ey 
con tribu tion s to pu blic schools 
it will hav e a right to “hold lo­ 
cal boards accou n table for in ­ 
creasin g the qu ality of edu ca­ 
tion the children are receiv ­ 
in g.” 
Speakin g to 500 person s in the 
Marion High School au ditoriu m 
in his third “pu blic accou n t­ 
ability session ” sin ce takin g of­ 
fice, Walker an swered 21 qu es­ 
tion s in 70 min u tes, spicin g the 
an swers with flattery for 
Sou thern Illin ois as “an area 
that own s a bit of my heart.” 


Amon g 
the 
topics 
were 
schools, dru g abu se, gay liber­ 
ation , an d welfare, as well as 
su ch region al problems as the 
proposed ren amin g of Ren d 
Lake State Park for on e-time 
Illin ois legislator Way n e Fitz­ 
gerald. 
The session had a somewhat 
ev an gelical ton e at times. A 
portable marqu ee on a trailer 
in the parkin g lot said: “The 
Lord 
willin g—the 
gov ern or 
can .” Walker was at times in ­ 
terru pted by shou ts of “That’s 
right” an d “It’s tru e.” 
Walker said that $230 million 
in in creased school aid u n der 
the distribu tion formu la shou ld 
fu rn ish addition al fu n ds for 


small-town districts “if the 
mon ey is n ot squ an dered by the 
big-city sy stems.” 
“I’m willin g to go alon g for 
an other y ear with in creased 
state aid,” he said. “Bu t soon er 
or later, the state is goin g to 
hav e a right to go to local 
boards an d ask, ‘What are y ou 
doin g abou t the qu ality of edu ­ 
cation ?”’ 
“The state will hav e a right 
to hold local boards accou n t­ 
able for the qu ality of edu ca­ 
tion the children are receiv ­ 
in g,” he said. 
On dru g abu se, Walker re­ 
ceiv ed applau se for promisin g 
“tou gh action —really tou gh ac­ 
tion —with regard to pu shers.” 


Besides more-sev ere pen al­ 
ties, Walker said the state 
n eeds to bu ild u p the Illin ois 
Bu reau of In v estigation for a 
war on organ ized crime an d 
en act legislation to set a 60-day 
time limit on postpon emen t of 
crimin al trials. 
“Some of them are right ou t 
there on the street sellin g the 
hard stu ff for mon ths an d 
mon ths before bein g brou ght to 
jail,” Walker declared. 
For the third time in as 
man y accou n tability session s, 
Walker was asked by members 
of the gay liberation mov emen t 
when he in ten ds to issu e an or­ 
der ban n in g job discrimin ation 
again st homosex u als. 


“When , gov ern or, when ?” 
asked a y ou th with lon g blon d 
hair who said he was from 
Sou thern Illin ois Un iv ersity . 


Walker replied that the ex ist­ 
in g state Con stitu tion con tain s 
prov ision s for min ority grou p 
members 
who 
believ e 
them selv es discrim in ated 
again st to brin g su it. 
Almost ev ery an swer was fol­ 
lowed by a bu rst of applau se. 
The biggest han d came after 
Walker replied to a qu estion on 
welfare. 
“I wan t to see the n eedy 
people get help,” he said. “Bu t 
I wan t to see the in éligibles off 
the rolls.”

More people than ev er before 
are su fferin g from impaired 
breathin g an d lu n g damage du e 
to win dborn e wastes, smokin g, 
etc. Ev ery y ear, it has been 
estimated, there is an in crease 
of 20 per cen t in the death rate 
cau sed by “Chron ic Obstru c­ 
tiv e Lu n g Disease,” otherwide 
kn own as C-O-L-D. Ex amples of 
ty pes of COLDs are bron chitis, 
asthma 
an d 
emphy sema. 
Forty -fiv e thou san d n ew cases 
of COLDs are reported in this 
cou n try each y ear an d with this 
rate of growth hospitals an d 
n u rsin g homes are compelled to 
con cen trate more an d more on 
pu lmon ary or breathin g re­ 
habilitation . 


Respiratory therapy is an 
allied health speciality in the 
treatmen t of people with 
COLDs an d other breathin g 
abn ormalities. Six y ears ago, at 
KSB Hospital, respiratory 
therapy con sisted of ju st an 
in div idu al checkin g on patien ts 
that were receiv in g ox y gen . 
Then research resu lts began to 
stimu late 
wider 
u se 
of 
respiratory prin ciples. 
Sin ce 
that 
time, 
the 
respiratory therapy depart­ 
men t has grown to n in e techn i­ 
cian s 
prov idin g 
24 
hou r 
cov erage — 7 day s a week. It 
can be said that the deman d for 
respiratory therapy is growin g 
an d will con tin u e to grow, du e 
to the fact that the therapeu tic 
an d diagn ostic procedu res 
apply to y ou n g patien ts as well 
as to old — to acu tely ill as well 
as to the chron ically ill — an d to 
ou tpatien ts as well as in pa­ 
tien ts. 


To demon strate the growth of 
this departmen t at KSB, in 1970 
approx imately 8 ,400 treatmen ts 
were performed — in 1971 this 
n u mber in creased to 10,600 — 
an d this past y ear (1972) 16,200. 
These treatmen ts were for 
in patien ts on ly . 
There is also a stron g n eed 
for respiratory therapy for n on ­ 
hospital patien ts ou r ou tpa­ 
tien ts. In 1970 there were ap­ 
prox imately 1,200 ou tpatien t 
treatmen ts giv en — 1971 the 
n u mber in creased to 1,500 — 
an d 1972 to 2,100. 
Du e to this dramatic u pward 
swin g in n u mber of treatmen ts, 
KSB has recen tly ex pan ded the 
amou n t of space alloted to 
respiratory therapy . With this 
addition al space, the depart­ 
men t will be able to dou ble the 
n u mber of ou tpatien t treat­ 
men ts giv en at on e time. 
As with all departmen ts of 
the hospital, growth is ex ­ 
perien ced 
on ly 
as 
the 
phy sician s requ est the treat­ 
men ts. A respiratory therapy 
treatmen t can n ot be performed 
withou t a doctor’s order. Thu s 
far the su pport from the phy si­ 
cian s for this departmen t has 
been en cou ragin g. 


The Committee to Preserv e the Great 
Western Illin ois Trailway an n ou n ced plan s to 
spon sor a “People’s Driv e for the Trail.” 
This driv e is based u pon the in dication s 
that the Illin ois Departmen t of Con serv ation 
agrees with the committee an d the highest 
an d best u se of this aban don ed railroad right- 
of-way is that of pu blic open space an d will 
take action that will be in the in terest of all 
state residen ts. 
The committee has set the goal of at least 
$100,000; this amou n t wou ld be u sed to aid the 
state in the acqu isition an d dev elopmen t of 
the 8 0-mile trail from By ron to Galen a Ju n c­ 
tion . 
The committee emphasizes that the u se of 
this aban don ed property in the dev elopmen t 
of a n atu re an d hikin g trail is a on ce-in -a-life- 
time opportu n ity to preserv e this preciou s 
open space for all people for all time. 
The committee has based the dev elopmen t 
of the proposed Northern Illin ois trail u pon 
the ex istin g an d su ccessfu l Wiscon sin n atu re 
trailway sy stem. 
These popu lar trails are u sed for hikin g, 
bicy clin g, n atu re an d ou tdoor edu cation , an d 
picn ickin g. 
The proposed trail site in Illin ois trav erses 
man y scen ic, historical, an d geological areas 
that are u n iqu e an d u n common in the state 
an d wou ld be a most v alu able addition to the 
Illin ois state parks sy stem. 
The committee feels that $100,000 can 
make a v ital differen ce in the ability of the 
state to pu rsu e the dev elopmen t an d estab­ 
lishmen t of the trail. 
This amou n t wou ld represen t the acqu isi­ 
tion of abou t 20 miles of railway right-of-way . 


While it is importan t to reach the goal estab­ 
lished, it is also importan t that all in terested 
grou ps an d in div idu als hav e an opportu n ity to 
become in v olv ed in the driv e. 
The committee en cou rages all those who 
hav e an in terest in the trail an d the ou t-of- 
doors to spon sor their own driv es, walks, 
marathon s, an d other good ideas to raise the 
n eeded fu n ds for the establishmen t of the 
trail. 
In div idu als, clu bs an d bu sin esses alike can 
all participate; $1 bu y s 1 foot of the trail. $3 
per y ard, an d $150 for 50 y ards. 
The committee is a su b-grou p of the Jan e 
Addamslan d Park Fou n dation which is a 
chartered n on -profit lan d fou n dation organ ­ 
ized to preserv e open space in Northern Illi­ 
n ois. 
All con tribu tion s to the driv e an d the fou n ­ 
dation will therefore be tax dedu ctible.

My rl C. Stiegenmeier, direc­ 
tor of logistics of the U.S. Post­ 
al Service’s Chicago region, 
said postal officials decided 
Tuesday to resume mail deliv­ 
ery from Detroit’s River Sta­ 
tion Post Office to Great Lakes 
ships passing the city . 


But he said the resumption, 
which will get under way when 
the shipping season opens nex t 
month, may be terminated 
June 30 when the current mail 
boat service contract with the 
J.W. Westcott Co. ex pires. 


The Postal Service pay s Wes­ 
tcott $50,000 a y ear to operate 
the 45-foot mail boat J. W. Wes­ 
tcott II. It costs the Postal 
Service another $50,000 to run 
the river post office at the foot 
of 24th Street, where the Wes­ 
tcott is based. 
The only other mail service 
on the Great Lakes is at the 
Sault Ste. Marie locks, but only 
half of the 13,000 sailors on the 
Gfeat Lakes pass through them 
each season. 
Alternative methods of fi­ 
nancing the floating mail serv­ 
ice, which dates back to 1895, 
are being ex plored.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Con- 
venience foods would have to 
list their “missing ingredients” 
under a new Food and Drug 
Administration labeling propos­ 
al. 
Meat or other ex pensive com­ 
ponents often are not included 
in many products advertised as 
main dishes or dinners, the 
agency said Tuesday . 
“The labeling of such food 
products readily lends itself to 
representations that may mis­ 
lead the consumer into thinking 
that all of the significant char­ 
acterizing ingredients or com­ 
ponents necessary for the prep­ 
aration of the dish or dinner 
are contained in the package.” 
the FDA said. 
The proposal, offering 60 
day s for public comment, was 
among several designed to pre­ 
vent consumer deception and 
promote better nutrition in 
what FDA called the second 
phase of its massive food-label­ 
ing program. 
Another proposal would re­ 
quire noncarbonated beverages 


to state that they do not contain 
vegetable or fruit juice when 
labeling, color or flavor imply 
that they do. 
The FDA said that proposal 
is aimed specifically at “bever­ 
age products that contain no or­ 
ange juice but that have the ap­ 
pearance of containing orange 
juice.” 
In d related action, manufac­ 
turers of orange juice and 
various seafood cocktails will 
be required to list the per­ 
centage of their primary in­ 
gredients, to aid housewives in

“Dr. Crane,” he beg an, “I g ot 
married two y ears ag o to a v ery 
attractiv e g irl. 
“Her only fault is the fact she 
is a chain smoker and couldn’t 
g iv e up the habit, ev en after she 
g ot p reg nant. 
“Three months ag o she bore 
our first baby , but it was de­ 
formed. 
“For it had one arm missing . 
“There was no history of such 
defects in either of our imme­ 
diate ancestry . 
“The doctor said it mig ht be 
due to her smoking during 
p reg nancy . 
“For he say s tobacco tox ins 
can seriously affect a baby in 
the womb, much as German 
measles does. 
“If so, how can that occur?” 
Tox ic Deformities 
When I was a reserch scien­ 
tist with the National Research 
Council and Carneg ie Institu­ 
tion for fiv e y ears, I did a lot of 
work with the deaf. 
And when I went ov er the rec­ 
ords of the students at Gallau- 
det Colleg e for the Deaf at 
Washing ton, D.C., I found scar­ 
let fev er listed as a common 
cause for their loss of hearing . 
Many such children 
may 
hav e had normal hearing till 
they were in g rade school; then 
suddenly became deaf after a 
sev ere attack of scarlet fev er. 
Polio is well known for its 
damag e v ia tox ins (p oisons) 
p roduced by that v irus. 
German measles is also re­ 


g arded as a threat to unborn in­ 
fants if their mothers contract 
this “three-day measles” dur­ 
ing the first few months of their 
p reg nancy . 
The adult mother may not 
show any ill effects of the v irus 
but her baby may be born deaf 
or otherwise deformed. 
In our medical laboratories, 
we can ex p eriment with an in­ 
cubated chicken eg g . 
By g ently making a small 
hole in the shell, we may then 
touch the dev elop ing chick em­ 
bry o with a tiny sp eck of acid 


or p ick at it with a sharp nee­ 
dle p aint. 
Then we can cov er the hole in 
the shell with tap e and wait for 
the chick to dev elop and hatch. 
Alas, where we touched the 
embry o with the acid or needle, 
the embry onic limb bud or ey e 
may be so injured that the 
hatched chick is blind of lack­ 
ing a wing or leg . 
Remember, if tobacco p oi­ 
sons can cause hardening of the 
arteries or cancer or a coro­ 
nary thrombosis in a husky , 
athletic lumberjack, imag ine 


how much more sensitiv e is the 
human embry o when it is no 
big g er in its mother’s womb 
than y our little fing er! 
That’s why German measles 
also damag es the unborn infant 
during its first three months in 
the womb, thoug h the mother 
may show no ill effects herself. 
So y ou p reg nant m others 
should abhor any foreig n tox in 
(chemical) such as tobacco, as 
well as alcohol, and many new 
drug s whose effects are still un­ 
certain. 
Thalidomide was thus indict­ 
ed as a tranquilizer drug that 
was accused of deforming 4,000 
babies in America in one y ear. 
But there were 72,000 other 
babies born deformed in Amer­ 


ica that same y ear, so they 
were pro bably damaged in the 
wo mb by to x ins, po ssibly to ­ 
bacco , alco ho l o r fro m a v irus 
o r o ther ingested chemical.

with J ohn Barbour of the Asso­ 
ciated Press how it was before 
we recognized limitations: 
“ The United States has been 
an energy waster since time 
immemorial. The philosophy of 
the people has been built on 
cheap energy . The utilities 
hav e spent their entire liv es 
try ing to sell more and more. 
“ I can remember when we 
built a building in downtown 
Los Angeles, we were told by 
the utility , ‘Leav e all the lights 
in the building on. It’s spec­ 
tacular. It’ll be good adv ertis­ 
ing for y ou, and it costs just 
about as little to leav e them on 
as it does to hire a guy to go 
around and shut them off.’ 
“ And this was like 1960,” said 
Shumway , a y ear in which 
many Americans first head of 
“ The New Frontier,” the spirit 
of which was that problems ex ­ 
isted merely to be ov ercome. 
Now there is an energy crisis 
and the electric utilities are 
urging customers to sav e watts. 
Lumber producers are worried 
about shortages. The federal 
gov ernment 
say s a money 
shortage forbids spending for 
worthy projects. 
Most other countries nev er 
believ ed that material progress 
was 
inev itable, 
but 
many 
Americans still do. Embued 
with the frontier spirit, they 
feel that the material benefits 
are y ours if y ou work for them. 
Burkhard Strumpel of the 


Surv ey Research Center, Un­ 
iv ersity of Michigan, rev ealed 
recently the findings of a study 
of American workers and con­ 
sumers: 
“ No less than 8 4 per cent of 
our sample of y oung heads of 
households (into*v iewed in De­ 
troit and Baltimore in 197 1) ex ­ 
pect they will be better off a 
y ear from now.” 
Adds Strumpel: “ And if fiv e 
y ears from now their standards 
of liv ing were the same, 5 8 per 
cent would be outright dis­ 
satisfied.” 
And 
there’s 
the conflict. 
George Katona, dean of con­ 
sumer behav iorists, reminds us 
that “ not a few indiv iduals, nor 
a thin upper class, but the ma­ 
jority of families now hav e dis­ 
cretionary purchasing power 
and constantly replace and en­ 
large their stock of consumer 
goods.” 
The American dream of ma­ 
terial success has come true. 
More than 11 million cars will 
be sold this y ear, and more 
than 2.5 million homes if y ou 
include mobile units. Recrea­ 
tion is big business. Sav ings ac­ 
counts are bulging. 
“ What is known all ov er the 
world as the American stand­ 
ard of liv ing does not consist of 
lux urious 
liv ing 
by 
the 
wealthy ,” Katona say s in “ The 
Mass Consumption Society .” 
“ What is new is the common 
man’s sharing in the way s of 


liv ing that in the past were re­ 
serv ed for the few. The com­ 
mon man’s ability to use some 
of his money for what he would 
like to hav e rather than for 
what he must hav e represents 
a rev olutionary change.” 
And now it seems, for the 
time being at least, that this 
little planet’s ability to satisfy 
these massiv e demands without 
destroy ing 
itself 
has 
been 


reached. 
Like the closing of the fron­ 
tier dampened that American 
spirit in the late 19th century , 
planetary limitations seem to 
be imposing restraints today . 
But the demand for more con­ 
tinues.
